He was found 
by a neighbor, in a puddle of 
blood, in the servants quarters be- 
hind the house. 


Randleman was able to say only 
"somebody hit me 
and

remember anything." But

hoped that when his condition im- 
proves, he will be able ' to

some desceiptiqn of his assailant. 
They needed his fingerprings 
to 


check them against those found in 
the house. 


The former servant sought

The escape of the British sloop 


Amethyst from the Yangtze river 
is more than a remarkable naval 
exploit and feat of river naviga- 
tion. 


It could, but may not, end a pe- 


riod of the Chinese civil war in 
which the Communists have borne 
down on foreign influences to show 
who is master of the new China. 
In this lighl, the escape is likely 
to evoke important policy signals 
from the Reds. Their future course 
as a world power 
may 
become 
clearer. 


Meantime, the escape had 
re- 


moved tho Amethyst herself from 
a situation 
which 
had 
become 


hopelessly fouled up in diplomatic 
frustration and political considera- 
tions involving "face." 


Tho 
British 
government 
and 


navy wore put on a limb with the 
Amethyst 'because of the way she 
got into trouble in the first qlace. 


Many Britons still are dissatis- 


fied with the explanations that have 
been given for 
what 
happened. 


They still don't see why she had to 
try to take supplies to the embassy 
in Nanking—right through the mid- 
dle of one of the largest military 
operations in Chinese history. From 
the Icing down, 
British 
officials 


have indicated their joy that the 
Amethyst's ordeal is over. 
The 


labor government, and the navy, 
may be pardoned if they heave a 
sigh of relief. 


However, the British 
wore 
not 


alone, in being out on a limb. The' 
Chinese Reds, always glad to pose 
as the ' liberators of 
China from 


"foreign imperialism," 
made the 


usual propaganda hay out of the 
Amethyst. It would have been bet- 
ter if she had been an American 
ship, as Uncle Sam's 
"imperial- 


Ism", is their big hate now, not 
England's,

So it may be a good thing that 


[he Amethyst's escape will bear- 
in Chinese oyes — certain 
traits 


common to a typical Chinese solu- 
tion for such muddles as the Ame- 
thyst was in. 


Remember, there was no normal 


solution for it because one side or 
(he other would lose too much face 
In such cases, the Chinese usually 
find 
an un-normal way out that 
isn't too hard on anyone. 


This isn't to say they had any 


part in finding the Amethyst's way 
out. 
It is to say that the Chinese 


people will accept it as an intelli- 
gent way out if Red propagandists 
Jet them. 


What the Reds, say about it will 


therefore toe important. Many Chi- 
nese have been waiting for" some 
such case that might answer a big 
question a lot of them have been 
asking—are the Chinese Commun- 
ists Chinese first and Communists 
afterward, or vice-versa? 


It's difficult to think of a Com- 


munist letting the Amethyst go. It's 
very easy to think of a Chinese 
closing his cyos if that 
would let 


a once valuable hostage gel away. 
It has happened many times.
